5* with respect to HAHK*a leaving Sweden, several factors are involved* 

The early difficulties were of two sorts, one being that an alien does not ac- 
quire penal salon to travel until after a certain waiting period consequent to 
his application, which waiting period was shortly due to expire* from our point 
of view, we wanted him here as quickly as possible so that planning for the 
operation could commence without further loss of valuable time. Consequently 
we arranged for the office of the Combined Travel Beard in Stockholm to pro- 
vide him with a Travel Document in hie true name (he had no supporting docu- 
ments in other names), listing him ae of German nationality* He was to leave 
the next day, to avoid the notice of the local authorities. By that time, 
hflwev«r f five months after the original plan, he had received his Swedish pass* 
Since he bed no time to get a German entry visa on his Swedish pace, he simply 
left Sweden on the Swedish pasa and entered Germany on the German one* . The 
German officials were acerifahat puealed by the lade of Swedish sodt staap, but 
took no action* Stoops in the passes support his story* It anst bo understood 
that be never made a formal request to leave Sweden, since the pass allows the 
bearer to leave the country at any time for Western European destinations *— The 
above does not preclude, of course, the possibility of extensive Swedish Know 
ledge, but ne i th e r can it alone form the basis for such a consideration* 

6* The statement that KAHK should keep up hie TXSSAB contacts was made 
on oor initiative, not his* Our staff personnel involved at that time had 
no knowledge of the TlhESTOH^TIRESOKE arrangements of DTGLKAH and naturally 
assumed that information on the TXSBAHs activities would be of interest to 
0XQLAIM* It does not Been to us that the statement is indicative of anything 
except the lack of coordination existing at that time* 

7* From HAfflt's statements, assuming they reflect his true belief, we' 
have oott&udod that, whatever the actual case, HASH himself feels' that the 
interests of the TX29AK3 and ourselves are indeed far apart. He believes that 
the TXEBAR interest is merely in setting up e listening post to gain some ad- 
vance knowledge of war* . He believes that DYCLAIH interest goes beyond and 
that DXCLAXX will give active support to the partisans for whom ho seeks aid* 
Preening the TIKBAB officer (Captain AHDH3A3S0H, by the way) knew HAHH was 
working in another servioe, we should certainly think he would atteupt to keep 
up contact. ffAHH's version, however, is that AfiDBSASSOH told him he had no 
objection to hie working for another service as long as he did It outs ide 
SWeden, since he was liable to get into trouble there because the TUBARs could 
not control the local internal security service* We do not know enough about 
TX&BAfi effhirs to conclude whether or not this is a normal TIEBAR attitude to- 
wards Balts who have ceased work with them* 

8* be most point out that implementation of the action suggested in the 
memorandum would be both difficult and inoonaluaiv* in the first two cases at 
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least, If KAHN lee actually connected Kith the TIEBA&S, it la extr 
likely that we should ever hear any reflection of information planted With 
him, although the TIHSiJCMi. connection does offer a possibility. We will be 
glad to plant any information which Headquarters may suggest, providing we 
can foresee no repercussions at our end* The possibilities of the second sug- 
gestion are negated by the fact that a complete surveillance of anyone in this 
area la impossible without the use of indigenous personnel. We feel reluctant 
to pinpoint anyone as sensitive, and in. as sensitive an area, as HAHN to this 
extent* Fast experience with ma i l intercept has shown we are not sore of com- 
plete coverage, and here again, the persons dobing the work are indigenous to 
this area. 



9* The third suggested action Is complicated by only one factor-- HAHN* e 
heart* However* unless his condition has deteriorated greatly since his last 
CARRE AOS, that should cause no trouble— although a specific interrogation is 
Obviously more of a strain than a general one. The questions suggested ere ex- 
cellent , ones,. although (as the author mentions) they oust be rephrased slightly 
to come within the limits of CABRIA G &. -which permits onlr Tee or No answers* 
HAHN does, of course, assume that his letters to F F are photostated and 
translated, and has often said so, without rancor* (RHPXUXW has often said so 
with rancor*) Question 2 would require a detailed interrogation of KAHN, then 
CAUHXA08 with several yes-oivno questions based on the results of the interroga- 
tion* he believe that Question 3 would sot prove a thing and would only result 
In a discussion of “intelligence” as distinguished from “executive action 8 * It

that CL "j is ai* ujoal in their triumvirate. Question 7 is a bit general , 

but we realize the aim of it, A breach in this respect would indeed be nest 
indicative, since we have specifically instructed HAHN against it and he has 
expressed hie complete agreement, with our feelings. He realises that silence 
Is one of the main conditions of our work together. It eefts doubtful, ho wev er, 
that he would reveal his association with us to an emigre group as an influence 
wedge, since (a) he lives hers under an alias, which would make it a little 
difficult to start a political career, 'and he has no political standing even 
in his own uanej (b) he seems too intelligent to attempt to base a political 
career, or even an influential position, on a factor so uncertain, so Incapable' 
of proof, and so potentially disasterous to himself if we heard of it, as Mo- 
tion of his connection with us. It must be rmumburad that SAKS is physically 
under our control, as is his family. Whereas an already prominent political 
figure, LIHMNS or even JANUHS for example, could capitalise on such connections 
with more or less isssmity tram repercussions, any action (and he cannot know 
how severe such action might be) we might take toward HAHN would attract little 
attention in the world. And of oourse, once his connection with us is gone, so 
is hi* “influence wedge 8 , and his wife would never see her mother in the States, 
Ke feel he would consider the stakes too high. 



10* The points mentioned in the last paragraph of the memorandum do indeed 
the case unusual, A glanoe at the TXI£STON£/VALHSMAB traffic, however, 
bears out the fact that VALDQiAB'e crystals actually were lost. Regarding the 
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plan* expedition, there art bo records at this station, although several people 
renmnber the general story from Headquarters' files. In any ease„ it seats 
likely that JAIHAWK was actually behind it , sines the pilot was said to be 
British sad also supplying the funds Massif. It seems unlikely that we shall 
ever know the true reasons for his withdrawal, but as far aa we know, the JAXHAMK9 
have^ever received permission to carry out Mr operations in the Baltic, and per- 
haps they concluded that a British pilot would cause too provocative a situation 
if shot down. »

1 Zw In conclusion, we wish to repeat that we certainly appreciate this 
type of analysis, and have Indeed an even greater Interest in it than anyone else, 
since we are so close to the principal suspects. We hope we have materially added 
> to the information on which a mere formal study can be baaed. We also req ues t 
that any questions or doubts which Headquarters may have be expressed, to us as 
soon as they come to mind, thereby saving much time and worry in both Headquarters 
and the field,. as well as allowing suspicions to be either confirmed or denied be- 
fore they cone to be regarded as facts merely because of repetition. We ave 
always suspicious of our operations from the C£ standpoint, and are only tee glad 
to ms to gro u nd azy Indication of deception.
